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LEGISLATURE, 

The Legislature of New-York closed its Annu- 
al Session on Wednesday of last week, after a ses- 
sion of 108 days, during which 333 Acts were 

and several resolutions. The titles of the 
acts will be found in another part of this paper, 
and we have published them entire as a matter of 
general interest and for futurereference. We pro- 
pose to publish a few of the more important acts 
entire in our next, and with them will close the re- 
cords of the Session. 

The Legislature of 1838 will hold a prominent 

lace in the history of the State of New-York. 
Many acts of vital importance to the welfare of the 
People have resulted from its deliberations—some 
of them caleulated to effect momentous and we 
trust beneficial changes. Among these are the 
following : 

An Act in relation to Small Bills—[authorising 
the Banks to issue notes of denominations less than 
five dollars for the two years ensuing. } 

For the Speedy Enlargement of the Erie Canal 
—(authorising the expenditure of $4,000,000 as 
fast as it can be employed advantageously, in en- 
larging the Erie Canal to a depth of seven and a 
width of seventy feet, with double locks, &c. | 

Amending the act to expedite the construction 
of the New-York and Lake Erie Railroad—[pro- 
viding that as soon as the Company shall have ex- 
pended $300,000 of their own money in further- 
ance of the work, the Comptroller shall issue State 
Stocks to a like amount in aid of the enterprise, as 
a part.of the $3,000,000 now guaranteed to the 
work by a former Legislature. This bill, there- 
fore, does net originate nor increase but hastens 
the payment of the sum already pledged to the 
work by the State.] 

Granting aid to the Catskill and Canajoharie 
Railroad (300,000) and to various other works of 
Internal Improvement of a secondary class under- 
taken by compauies, by loaning them the credit of 
the State to a limited extent. [The whole sum 
appropriated in aid of various works of Internal 
= is $7,750,000. } 

‘o amend the act of Jast session concerning the 
sale of Real Estate on Mortgage, and to limit its 
duration. 

To distribute the annual income of that portion, 
of the late Surplus Revenue, (over $4,000,000,) de- 
posited with this State, under the Distribution 
Law of 1835, among Colleges, Academies, and 
Common Schools of this State, and in aid of Edu- 
cation generally, by the establishment of District 
Libraries, &c. 

To restore the charter of the Sackett’s Harbor 
Bank [annulled at the last session. ] 

To enlarge the powers of Boards of Supervisors. 

To Estragusa tae Business or Banxtne. 

Resotutions against the Sub- Treasury scheme— 
against the admission of Texas into the Union— 
against the Resolution of Congrtss (Mr. Patton's) 
laying al} petitions relating to Slavery on the table 
without reading or reference—and instructing our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress to favor 
the Resumption of Specie Payments by procuring 
the passage of a law or resolution making the 
notes of Specie-Paying Banks receivable in pay- 
ments tothe Tredsury—were respectively consider- 
ed and adopted by the Asrembly, but not acted on 
or rejected by the Senate. 


GENERAL BANKING Law. 
This is doubtless by far the most important mea- 


sure of the session, and is calculated to effect a 
powerfyl revolution at once in finance and in legis- 





lation. It is intended to obviate the necessity of 


any special legislative grant of Bank Charters or 
Banking privileges in all time hereafter. By its 
provisions, any number of citizens possessing an 
actual capital of $100,000 or any greater sum may 
invest it in the establisment of a Bank. To se- 
cure the redemption of all notes issued under this 
law, each association or Bank is required to deposit 
with the Comptroller of the State at least 50 per 
cent. of its proposed circulation in State Stocks, 
bearing an interest of at least five per cent. per an- 
num aud worth at least par in the market; and for 
the remainder of the full sum of their issues they 
are to deposit Bonds and Mortgages on productive, 
unincumbered Real Estate in this State, worth ex- 
clusive of buildings at least double the sum for 
which it is so mortgaged, and paying semi-annual- 
ly an interest of six percent. per annum. On this 
deposit, the Comptroller will issue to them Bank 
Notes of the usual denominations from plates 
procured by him to the amount justified by. such 
deposit. The notes of all the Banks are to be 
printed from a uniform set of plates, and counter- 
signed by the Comptroller or his deputy, so that 
the most ordinary acquaintance with them will en- 
able any one to Jovact a counterfeit—the fives of 
all the Bauks being just alike except in the written 
signature and place of redemption, and so of the 
tens, the twenties, &c. The issuers are required 
at all times to redeem their notes in specie when 
presented, and to keep at least twelve and a half 
per cent. of specie for all their issues on hand for 
that purpose. In case of any failure so to redeem, 
the holder may protest the notes in his possession, 
and present them at the office of the Comptroller, 
whe is directed to sell a portion of the Stocks and 
other securities deposited with him by the delin- 
quent Bank and redeem the notes therewith. He 
will then proceed to wind up the affairs of such 
Bank and pay off all liabilities. 

Such is a brief and imperfect outline of the pro- 
visions of this law. The amendments of the 
Senate to the bill as it passed the Assembly were 
mostly unimportant with the exception of two— 
one prohibiting any Bank from having more than 
one place of business; the other requiring all to 
keep on hand ‘fifteen per cent. of their issues in 
specie. We are at a loss to discover the reasons for 
the former of these restrictions. Assuredly, ifaBank 
in New-York is to be regarded as a public benefit, 
such a Bank with branches in Utica, Rochester 
and Butiale, would afford additional facilities to the 
business and exchanges of the States. As Banks 
may now establish agencies but not Branches, they 
will still be able to reap about all the advantages 
which liberty in this-respect would have offered 
them, while their liability to redeem only will be 
restricted to a single point. This is not wise. 

As to the exaction of a specific amount of spe- 
cie there were various opinions. A majority of 
the Senate and a strong minority in the House 
deemed it advisable. The remainder did not. It 
was evident to all that it would afford no additional 
security to the bill-holder; because the sound and 
honest Banks would keep a sufficiency of specie 
on hand at any note, and a fraudulent, bankrupt 
Bank will never be found to have twelve per cent. 
or two per cent. in its vaults, whatever the law on 
the subject. The public must rely for its protec- 
tion against these to the security which it exacts 
and places beyond the reach of fraud or casualty. 
But, on the other band, it was contended that this 
exaction was necessary—not, indeed, to secure the 
bill-holder, but to regulate and limit the total vol- 
ume of Bank issues, which might otherwise be swel- 
led to an inordinate extent—that it was proper like- 
wise to confine the daring and imprudent within such 
bounds as are found salutary by the careful and 
experienced, and to secure a basis of specie for 
our Banking system. A friend of the new system 
(Mr. Childs) who was unconvinced by this reason-

ing, moved that the principle be extended to the 
Safety Fund Banks of this State already estab- 
lished. This waslost. The House then rejected 


close vote of 54 to 53. A conference was had, 
and twelve and a half per cent. agreed on. Time 
and experience will doubtless develop some faults 
in the details of this bill, but a great principle has 
been established, which we trust will prove most 
salutary in its operation. 





THE RELIEF BILLS—LOST. 

The last hours of the late Legislative Session 
were embittered by a difference between the two 
Houses on the subject of a measure of relief to 
the business interests of the State, now suffering 
sorely from pecuniary embarrassment. A_ brief 
history of this difference and its results is all that 
our crowded columns will allow us. 

The subject of extending Legislative aid and 
countenance to our Banks in their exertions to re- 
sume and :naintain Specie Payments early attract- 
ed the attention of the Assembly. It being the 
general desire of the People thatthe Banks should 
so resuine in May, it was evident that the interests 
and honor of the State required that they bg sus- 
tained in so doing—not merely enabled to pay by 
pressing the collection of all their loans and saecri- 
ficing all connected with and indebted to them, but 
enabled to return to a sound state of things and 
still facilitate and encourage the business and pro- 
ductive industry of the State. To this end, Mr. 
BARNARD, at an early period of the session, sub- 
mitted to the House a resolution directing the 
Bank Committee to inquire into the expediency 
of authorising an issue of Post Notes. This 
was fully considered, and, being opposed by 
Messrs. D. Sistey and P. Krxe, it wes warmly 
advocated by the mover, by Mr. W. Hawt, and 
by Mr. Mann, who regarded it as the very best 
form in which the Banks could afford aid to the 
community under the circumstances of the coun- 
try. Mr. Mann especially and ably supported 
this ground, and ridiculed the suggestion of Mr. 
P. Krxe that this was another form of continuing 
the Suspension and authorising an issue of irre- 
deemable paper. The resolution was adopted by 
a large majority. 

By many of the country members, however, 
this was not regarded as furnishing the precise re- 
lief adapted to the necessities of their respective 
sections. Some declared that their Banks were 
able to maintain Specie Payments without aid, and 
to afford largely increased facilities and relief to 
the People, provided they were relieved from the 
operations of those clauses of the Suspension Law 
which limit their issues to the amovnt of their 
capital. On the other hand, a deputation from the 
city, wkere a demand for Specie from other States 
on the Resumption is greatly apprehended, desired 
an issue of State Stocks, or a direct interposition 
in some form of the eredit of the State, to shield 
the Banks from all danger and enable them to in- 
crease their discounts. With a view to all these 
requirements, the following bill was framed in the 
Assembly, and passed by a very large majority: 

$1. It shall be lawful for any incorporated bank in this 
State to subscribe for any of the stocks of this State that 
have been issued or may hereafter be issued by the proper 
authorities, for the construction of the canals or in sid of 
any other works of internal improvement, and to soll and 
dispose of such stocks. 

$2. Whenever any bank shall resume specie payments, 
and so long as such bank shall continue to redeem its notes 
in gold and silver on demand, such bank is authorized to is- 
sue its notes to the amount of once and one-half its capi- 
tal; and so much of the act passed the 16th day of May, 
1837, entitled “ An act to suspend for a limited time certain 
provisions of a law, and for other purposes,” as is incon- 
sistent with this act, is hereby repealed. 

§ 3. It shall be lawful for any hank, fora period of two 





years after having resumed epecie payments, (such bank 
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the Senate's fifteen per cent. amendment, by the . 
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continuing to pay its notes in specie,) to issue its notes, uf 
a denomination not less than one hundred dollars _aeey 
not more than twelve months from the date of such note; 
but the aggregate amount of the notes or bills payable at 2 
future day, to be issued by the banks in the city of New- 
York, shall in no case exceed seventy-five per cent. of the 


capital of the bank issuing them, and by the banks out of 


the city of New-York, shall in no case exceed fifty per 
cent. of the capital stuck of the bank issuing them; such 
notes shull be deemed to be a part of the issues authorized 
by the second section of this act. 

§4. It shall be lawful for banks issuing such notes payu- 
ble at a future day, to receive 2 compensation for the loan 
thereof, at and ufter a rate not exceeding four percent. per 
annum, in advance. 

$5. This act shall take effect on its passage. 


Almost simultaneous with the final passage of 


this bill, Governor Marcy sent to both Houses a 
Special Message, recommending a loan of the credit 
of the State to the Banks, but not the other relict 
measures contained in the Assembly’s bill. A bii! 
was accordingly framed in the Senate, authorising 
the Banks to subscribe to the State Loans and no- 
thing more, and this under the conditions and only 
in the circumstances set forth in following sections : 

$4. It shall be lawful for any bank within this State to 
subscribe for any of the stocks which the commissioners arv 
authorized to make by this act, and from time to time to 
se!! and dispose of any stock issued on account of said loan-. 
any clause, matter or thing in the act incorporating tly: 
same, to the contrary notwithstanding: the banks subscri- 
bing for said stocks to put in sealed proposals, and ti. 

Commissioners of the Canal fund to distribute said stock « 
to applicants for the same, in such manner, and at suc: 
prices asin their opinion will best promote the interesi cy 
the State. 

$65. Whenever it shall be determined by the Commis- 
sioners of the Canal fund, that the public interest requircs 
an issue of any portion of the stock authorized by this act, 
it shall be luwiuil for the Commissioners of the Canal fund 
to issue the same, and to loan it, or the avails thereof, on 
the joint or separate bonds of such bank or banks as wil 

ive security satisfactory to the Commissioners of the Cann! 

und, for the punctual payment of the accruing interest on 

said stock, aud the reimbursement to the State of the prir- 
cipal, at such time or times as the money may be required 
in the progress of the public works. 

§ 6. Before the Commissioners of the Canal, fund shit 
loan any portion of the stock authorized to be issued by thi-. 
act, or the avails thereof, to any such bank or banks, (/:« 
sail ‘Commissioners shall be satisfied by proof in wri- 
ting, to be furnished them, that such loan is necessary ‘oe 
sustiin such bank or banks against the hostile operattor « 
of any non-specie-paying bank or banks of any other 
Siate or country: such proof shail be placed on file iz: 
the Comptrolier’s office. 

_ These sections, and especially those provisions 
which we have marked in Italics, were deemed ex- 
tremely objectionable by the Assembly. They were 
regarded as placing the Banks completely in the 
hauds, and, in case of application, at the mercy of 
a few State Officers—as a union of ‘Bank and 
State’ of extraordinary intimacy. No Bankcould 
be in any way aided without swearing the peace 
against some hostile, non-specie-paying Bank—a 
very remote and unlikely contingency as to any but 
the Banks of the City of New-York, and scarcely 
possibie to be yaced and proved, so as to be sworn 
to as matter of absolute knowledge, by them. Here 
was no provision for any thing but this single case : 
no power to issue Post Notes; no liberty to the 
Country Banks to enlarge their issues on resuming 
Specie Payments. It seemed a perfect mockery 
of all expectations of relief. The Senate having 
rejected both the latter provisions as contained in 
the Assembly bill, the Assembly struck out the 
provisionssof the Senate’s bill and inserted their 
own. The Senate rejected the amendment, and a 
conference was asked by the Assembly, and grant- 
ed. The result of that conference will appear by 
the following Report to the Assembly ! 

Mr. Srnury, from the Committee of Conference 
with the Senate on the ‘bill to “ aid the Banks in 
the resumption of specie payments,” made the ful- 
lowing Report:

REPORT :— 

Thot the Committee on the part of the Assembly pre 











d by the A bly which 
allows the issue of Post Notes to the amonnt of seventy-five 
per cent. on the capital of the respective banks, so as to re- 
duce such amount to twenty-five per cent only, and they 
also proposed to require the banks issuing such Post Notes, 
to receive the same at all times in payment of all debts due 
to such banks, whether such Post Notes had, or had not, 
arrived at maturity—but this proposition was wholly reject- 
ed on the part of the Committee of the Senate, who also 
stated in answer to an enquiry on the part of the Commit- 
tee of the Assembly, that they would not agree toailow the 
banks to issue Post Notes in any mode whatever. 

The Committee on the part of the Assembly then propo- 
sed to the Committee on the part of the Senate, to put all 
the banks of this State on an equal footing, whether of lar- 
ger or smaller capital, by allowing them to issue biils to 
the amount of once and a half their respective capituis, af- 
ter such banks should have resumed specie payments, and 
so long as they should continue to redeem their notes in 
specie on demand ; but that proposal, the Committee on the 
part of the Senate wholly rejected. 

The Committee on the part of the Assembly then pro- 
posed to the Committee on the part of the Senate, tu adopt 
the first section of the Bill as it passed the Assembly, which 
allows the banks to subscribe for the public stocks uf this 
State, and the Committee on the part of the Assembly fur- 
ther proposed that such first section should stand alone 
as the whole of the bill, and which motion is in these 
words :— 

“Te shall be lawful for any incorporated bank in this 
“State, to subscribe for any of the stocks of this State that 
“‘have been issued, or may hereafter be issued by the pro- 
“per authorities, for the construction of the canale, or in 
“aid of any other works of internal improvement, and to 
“sell and dispose of such stocks.” 

But such proposal was rejected by the Committee on the 
part of the Senate, who proposed, however, tu adopt the 
said first section, provided that both the fifth and sixth sec- 
tions of the bil from the Senate should be added to said 
first section—and which Sth and 6th sections are in these 
words -— 

§ 5. “ Whenever it shall be determined by the Comtnis- 
“ sioners of the canal fund, that the public interest requires 
“an igsue of any portion of the stock authorized by this 
“ act, it shall be lawful for the Commissioners of the canal 
“‘ fund to issue the same and to Joan it, or the avails there- 
“ of, on the joint or separate bonds of such bank or banks 
“as will give security to the Commissioners of the canal 
“ fund for the punctual payment of the accruing interest on 
“said stock, and the reimbursement to the State, of the 
“ principal, at such time or times as the money may be re- 
“ quired in the progress of the public works.” 

6. “ Before the Commissioners of the canal fund shali 
“wan any portion of the stock authorized to be issued by 
“this act, or the avails thereof, to any such bank or banks, 
“ the said Commissioners shall be satisfied by proof in wri- 
“ting, to be furnished them, that such loan is necessary to 
“ sustain such bank or banka against the hostile operations 
“of any non-specie-paying bank or banks of any other State 
“ or country ; such proof shall be placed on file in the Comp- 
“trolier’s office. 

The Committee on the part of the Assembly considering 
the provisions of both the said Sth and 6th sections to be 
objectionable, and that the requirements of the 6th section 
were peculiarly improper, declined to accept them. 

The Committee on the part of the Senate then informed 
the Committee on the part of the Assembly, that the Com- 
mittee on the part of the Senate had no other propositions 
to make, and the conference was then closed.

CONGRESS, 

The Senate was engaged through a good part of 
last week, upon a bill to punish any further reissue 
and circulation of the notes of the late National 
Bank of the U. States, by the present United States 
Bank of Pennsylvania. The penalty imposed is a 
fine of ten thousand dollars, and imprisonment in 





the Penitentiary, for a term of one to ten years! 
Grave doubts were expressed of the constitutionali- 
ty of any such law; but the Opposition Members 
refused to be drawn into any general discussion of 
which the conduct of a State Banking Institution 
should form the staple. The bill passed to a third 
reading on Friday by the following vote:

The Senate then adjourned till Monday. 

In the House, the bill to continue the construe- 
tion and repair of the Great National or Cumberland 
Road, has been debated for several days with great 
earnestness and spirit. It finally passed on Friday 
of last week by a vote of 96 to 80. 

On Tuesday of last week, Mr. King of Ala., in- 
troduced a resolution in the Senate, proposing an 
adjournment on the 4th of June. The next day 
Mr. King—apparently alarmed to find all the Op- 
position of the same mind with him—moved to 
postpone his own resolution; which prevailed by a 
party vote—25 to 16. 

A resolution proposing a ‘divorce’ of the Go- 
vernment from the party press, by employing neo 
Printer who has any connexion with a public jour- 
nal,—(introduced by Mr. Hopkins of Virginie, a 
Conservative,)}—has consumed the morning hour 
for some time past. It will probably not amount 
to much. 





DUELLING. 

Tur Report of the Committee of the House of 
sentatives, appointed to investigate the affair of the duel 
between Mr. Graves and Mr. Ciliey, waa made to the 
House on Saturday afternoon. 

A strong effort was made to have the report and resolu 
tions read and printed; but the House adjourned without 
deciding the motion. 

The Globe gives these conclusions from the Report: 

‘‘The Committee, therefore, viewing the breach of the 
rights and privileges of the House, on the part of Mr. 
Graves, to we been an offence of this high character, 
against the vital principle ot a deliberative assembly and 
ot a representative Government, feel constrained, by a sense 
of duty, to present to the House a resolution that he be ex- 
pelled therefrom.” 

With regard to the seconds, the Committee declare they 
deserve the censure of the House. 

In conclusion, the Report says : 

‘The Committee entertain no doubt that James Watson 
Webb has been guilty of a breach of the privileges of the 
House; but they also concur unanimously in the opinion, 
that if there be any real ground to believe that a conspiracy 
to assassinate actually existed, as set forth in that atrocious 
paper drawn up by him, signed by Daniel Jackson and 
William H. Morrell, sworn to by the latter, and published 
in the New-York Courier and Enquirer, he be lefi to the 
chastisement of the courts of law and of public opinion, 
and that the House will consult its own dignity and the 
public interests, by bestowing upon him no further notice. ’ 

There will be warm and irritating discussions on 
this Report, in all probability. Itis made by a 
bare majority of the Commitiee—three members 
dissenting and presenting two separate counter re- 
ports. 


A Reminiscence—The Journals of the Old Congress of 
the United States, furnish an instance of the manner in 
which Duelling cases used to be settled. 

It appears that one Mr. Gunning Bedford, felt himeelf 
aggrieved at something snid in debate by Mr. Sergeant, the 
father, we believe, of the present Mr. John Sergeant, of 
Philadelphia. On the 12th of June, 1777, Mr. Sergeant 
laid before Congress a chullenge which he had received 
from Mr. Bedford. On the 13th a resolution was. passed 
directing Mr. Bedford to be summoned beture Congress to 
“ answer for his conduct.” On the 14th Mr. Bedtord ap- 

ared and was permitted to speak in his own justifics tion. 

he House then immediately passed a resolution that Mr. 
B. “is expected to ask pardon of the Fiouse and of the 
member.” Mr. B. was again called in, and the resolution 


being read to him, “he asked pardon of the Flowse and of 


the member,” and thereupon was dismissed, and the mat- 
terended. This was ia the goed old daysof the good old 
fathers of the Republic. Such a ‘case now, would requize 
a month to-aettle, and produce three or four duels!

“ASSEMBLY REPORT, 
ON THE. GOVERNOR’S SPECIAL MESSAGE 
RESPECTING STATE AID TO THE BANKS. 


Mr. Birpsevre, from tue select Committee .to 
whom was referred the Special Message of the 
Governor, on the subject of the proper legislative 
measures to sustain the Banking Institutions of this 
State in the Resumption of Specie Payments, 
REPORTS: ; 

The Governor calls the attention of the Legislature to 
the deranged condition of the currency, a subject which, 
during a whole year, has excited the deepest solicitude a- 
mong all classes of citizens throughout the State and the 
Union; which has engrossed the deliberations of Congress 
in an inary meeting, and still occupies the chief 
place in the discussions of that body in its regular session, 
andupon which this House has not failed constantly to be- 
stow the most serious and anxious consideration. The 

and most respectful courtesy, due to co-ordinate 
ts in the Legislature, does not forbid the Com- 
mittee to say, that a very large majority of the members of 
this House were returned by the people under the experi- 
once of great suffering and alarm, produced by the disor- 
deted condition of the currency; and that it was expected 
of them by their constituents that they would by every 
oonstitutional method, contribute to the restoration of « 
sound, useful and uniform circulating medium for the 
transaction of businesss. Bearing constantly in remem- 
brance this reasonable aud just expectation ot the people, 
and solicitous to discharge its whole responsibility, this 
House dirétted its earliest attention to this important sub- 
fect: Tn part, the results of its mature deliberations have 
perfected and are before the people, and the remain- 
der have been submitted to the Senate. Fearfully aware 
of the dangerous consequences to the public oe pee if 
the-present suspension of ie payments should be pro- 
tracted Depeeil tee panied aisigued by law; or if the re- 
sumption should be convulsive and temporary only; or if it 
should be contined to the Banking Institutions of this State 
alone, the Assembly, at an early day, manitested its deter- 
mination to adhere to these three important purposes: 

1. That under no circumstances yet foreseen, would it 
consent to prolong the suspension act. 

2. That it would pass every proper law which should 
tend to increase the ability of the Banking Institutions of 
this State to resume specie payments. 

3. That it would exercise ull its constitutional power and 
legitimate influence to procure such a modification of the 
action of the General Government, in relation to tne Bank- 
ing Institutions of the whole country, as would be calcu- 
lated to make the resumption universal and simultaneous 
by all the solvent Banks in the Union. 

To this House, it seemed on the first of January last, as 
it now does to his Excellency, that “the time was not far 
distant, when the Banks of this State would resume specie 
payments,” and the discordant policy of the various Banks 
throughout the country, as well as the hostile action of the 
General Government, being as well understood then as 
now; it seemed as easy to the Assembly then, as it now 
does to the Governor, “ to anticipate with tolerable certain- 
ty what will be the situation of things when the resump- 
Gon shall take place.” 

It would certainly have been most gratifying to the As- 
sembly, had the Governor, in his Anuual Message at the 
commencement of the session, presented to this House the 
views now submitted by him of the exigency of the Banks, 
and the measures in his judgment required by it: and such 
8 course would probably have facilitated the action of the 
House. But while the Assembly has had occasion to re- 
gret, that until so late a period in the session, his Excel- 

had seen nothing to shake the confidence unequivo- 
cally expressed in ns Annual Message, in the ability and 
duty of the Banks to resume specie payments withvut le- 
islative aid, and even without the.favur of the General 
uveramant, it can now rejoice, that it is so furtunate as 
to secure his concurrence ia the views by which it was in- 
duced to adupt, seasonably, the proper measures, in anti- 
ipativa of the resumption. 

Looking forward to the period assigned for the return to 
specie paymeuts, and the circumstances under which it 
must taxe place, it seemed tu the Assembly that it was pres- 
singly important to aid the Banks by repealing the restric- 
tion which prohibited them from issuing bills of a denomi- 
nation iess-than five dollars; the effect of which restriction 
was to increase very greatly the amount of specie the Banks 
would be liable'to pay when the resumption should take 
place. The re of the law by which that restriction 
was imposed, was therefore made the tirst important mea: 
sure of jegisiation ia the House. Although another branch 
of the Legislature deomed it wise and expedient to modi- 
fy the bill passed by the Assembly for that purpose, so as 
to reader it lees useful and etticieut, in the judgment of the 
Assam »ly, this House bas nevertheless reason to be | 
fied with 12 penn ae S»nate, and that, having receiv- 
ed the approbation of the Exeoutive, it, several weeks 
sings, besames lew. It sppeared also to the Assembly, as 





a proper and necessary measure of the State legislation in 
aid of the Banks in the contemplated resumption, that they 
shonld have the power to issue Post Notes. 

The manifest advantages of this power are these: 

1, it will enable the Banks to issue notes payable at a 
distant day, and bearing interest, to those persons who 
are satisfied with their solvency, and desire such notes as a 
temporary investment, and thereby, with the consent of the 
creditors, and for a proper equivalent, to postpone e part of 
their demands until a more favorable season. 

2. It will enable the banks to purchase on credit, specie, 
and convertible paper, and public stocks, in many instances 
more-desirable than specie itself. 

A biil conferring that power was accordingly introduced 
and favorably received by the Assembly, although at that 
time no indication had been given by either the Executive 
or the other departments of the Legislature, that any ex- 
traordinary measure in aid of the resumption, was 
necessary. 

This measure has already received the assent of the 
House, and in the opinion of this Committee, it is free 
from sume objections which lie against the expedient sug- 
gested by the Governor, while it will in connection with the 
measure next to be adverted to by the Committee, accom 
ee all the objects of the Executive recommendation. 

elying, tverefore, upon the assurance of the. Executive, 
that he will approve any measure analogous to his own, 
and accomplishing the same results, the Committee con 
gratulate the House upon the prospect of the s y pas- 
sage of the its bill, ‘‘ TO FACILITATE THE RESUMP- 
TION OF SPECIE PAYMENTS.” 

It was also foreseen by the Assembly, that the stocks of 
this State, which should be directed to be issued to carry 
on the works of internal improvement, would, if they could 
be purchased by the Banks, be available in many instances 
instead of specie or convertible paper, when the holders of 
the bilis should be those who might desire payment for the 
purpose of permanent investment or for remittance to Eu- 
rope. There was, therefore, inserted in the aforesaid bill, 
along with the provision authorising the power to issue 
Post Notes, a privilege to the Banks of subscribing for the 
stocks to be issucd by this State. , 

Inasmuch as the power to subscribe for these stocks has 
been already granted, so far as the Assembly is concerned, 
and the Banks will also have the privilege under that act, 
tu purchase the same with Post Notes, if they shall deem 
that power beneficial, it will be seen that this House has 
already anticipated in substance, the suggestion of his Ex- 
cellency on the subject; while it hae guarded against what 
the Committee consider as a doubtful policy, and more 
dangerous precedent, the creation of stocks for the se 
of lending, or the lending of stocks already » to 
Banking Institutions, equally repudiating the destructive 
opinion, at one time entertained in certain quarters, that 
all Banks are fraudulent, utterly irresponsible and unworthy 
of legislative confidence ; and the scarcely less extravagant 
proposition loudly promulgated at another time in the same 
quarters, that they may be safely and properly made the 
trustees of the credit of the State, to an indefinite extent: 
the Assembly cannot doubt that the measures referred to 
will be found free from all reasonable objection and abun- 
dantly efficacious. 

Having thus shown that the Assembly has discharged 
itself of the duty of direct legislation in ~ of the resump- 
tion of specie payments, by the passage of one important 
bill, tilts tame landie become sta and another which 
so entirely coincides with, or rather has anticipated the 
policy of, the Executive, the Committee turn to other 
important s tions and reflections of grave import, in 
the Special Message of the Governor, and ask for them 
the dispassionate consideration of the House. It will be 
sen, that it become; the duty of the House to make an 


effort of another character, and in another direction. Most} pe 





happy will it be, if the e the C ittee have deem- 
ed it proper to recommend, shall receive at the hands of 
the Executive and the other legislative department, that 
co-operation which he has promised; and this House will 
not doubt, that other d partment will accord, in every “‘ pro- 
per effort’”’ that shall promise “ to shield the institutions of 
this State and its citizens from harm.” 

It will be at once understood that the Committee refer 
to the gloomy prospect presented by his Excellency, in re- 
lation of the Banking Institutions of other States to co-ope- 
rate in the resumption of specie payments. If it were not 
that the suffering of the people of this State had been 
already as severe, their embarrassments as vexatious, and 
the prevalence of distrust as universal, as can easily be 
imagined, panic and alarm —— be spread ——_ wide 
by the furebodings of the Chief istrate on present 
ne ty “Tt ‘ now,” he says, aibened to a moral cer- 
tainty, that there will be no general movement on this sub- 
ject, and that the Banks of this State will enter into the 
measure of resumption without the co-operation, and 
sibly exposed to the open or covert hostility of 
in other States which cannot or will not unite with them, 
or immediately follow their example.” 

He presents to us, “ a prospect,” in which our Banks 
will nos only have to commence without co-vperstion, the 





resumption of specie payments, but will, fur some time at 
least, have to stand alone, and struggle not only with the 
inevitable difficulties of such a measure, but with others 
a superadded to them, arising from the condition and 

ostility of non-specie-paying Banks in other States. ‘‘ Sur- 
rounded on all sides,” he continues, ‘‘as we shall be, by 
Banks emitting irredeemable paper, it is not unchariiable 
to indulge a fear that they may consult their own interest, 
by making efforts to embarrass and circumscribe the ope- 
rations of our institutions, with a view of securing to them; 
selves the benefits of an extensive circulation in this 
State.” 

Moet truly does the Chief Magistrate depict the melan- 
choly consequences of such discordant action by the Banks 
of the various States. “ Very few,” indeed, “of the ben- 
efits which have been anticipated from a return to specie 
payments will be realized. Though the Banks of this 
State discharge their obligations in the legal currency, if 
they continue to reduce their discounts, or if they do not 
gradually expand, the public will nut be essentially reliev- 
ed; the laboring classes will look in vain for their accus- 
tumed employment; most kinds of agricultural products 
will decline in price, our manufacturing establishments can 
not be put in successful operation ; various branches of me- 
chanical business will be deprived of a wholesome degree 
of encouragement ; trade will continue in its present de- 

ressed condition; the disorders of the currency will be 

it partially removed, and the immoral practices which 
spring from such disorders will be but partially reme- 
died. 

The Committee cannot, in their consciences, say, that 
this gloomy “‘ prospect” is in any respect too deeply color- 
ed. This language of the Governor of this State, new only 
ax coming from him, has been the sober conviction of every 
member of the majority of this House during the entire 
session of the Legislature, and that conviction has urged 
them to the adoption of every measure calculated to avert 
from this people, calamities which, if not overdrawn by the 
Gevernor, will be more unendurable than all the sutierin 
of which they have already had bitter experience. ‘And 
such, be it remembered, is ‘the prospect before us,” if 
the Banks of this State shall, as they must, resume specie 
payments on the 16th day of May next, and the Bunks in 
otuer States shall not, as the Executive is convinced they 
wit not, concur in such resumption. And such is “ the 
—_ before us,”’ notwithstanding all the measures the 

iuvernor can suggest, and all the laws this Legislature hus 
pessed or can enact. 

if this be the startling truth, the question will arise in 

the mind of every member of this House at once, cannot 
then the resumption of specie payments be made simulta- 
neous and universal, or sufficiently so to avert the evils be- 
fore mentioned? If that consummation can be had, then 
all will be safe: then wil this ‘‘ prospect,” so darkly shaded, 
give place to one brighter, and as cheering by the force of 
coutrast, as ever before dawned upon the American ‘peo- 
ple: then “ the banks” will not merely “discharge” their 
obligations in the “ legal currency” but “ will enlarge their 
discounts,” and “ ex ” their circulation, to the relief 
of thousands now suffering the severest forms of embar- 
rassment; the restoration of thousands already prostracd 
and the invigoration of the energy of thousands whose ef- 
forts are now paralyzed. Then “ the laboring classes”’ will 
no longer “ look in vain for employment ;” then not most, 
but all “ kinds of agricultural products will rise in price,”’ 
our manufacturing establishments can once more be put in 
** successful jon:” then, not various, but “ all 
branches of mechanical business’ will receive a whole- 
some degree of encouragement: “ trade’’ will rise erect 
and vigorous from “ its present depressed condition:” the 
disorders of the c will be gradually corrected; and 
if wise legislation shall thereafter prevail in Congress, be 
rmanently removed, and ‘the immoral practices,” as 
well as-the scarcely less immoral and pernicious opinions, 
which this sad period has engendered, will be completely 
remedied. 
The object then to be accomplished, is to make the re- 
sumption of specie payments simultaneous and univesal. 
This object, it is most true, is beyond the power of the Le- 
gistature of this State : but it is not beyond the exercise of 
ita bogitimate influence. Its importance is so absorbing, 
that it is a matter of regret and surprise with the Commit- 
tee, that his Excellency has not directed his attention to it, 
as an alternative of the fearful “prospect” he has submit- 
ted to the Legislature. 4 

The Committee, however, have entire confidence that 
they will be able to demonstrate to the satisfaction of the 
Honse, and, as they would respectfully trust, to the relief 
of tne selicitude of the Governor, that this must desirable 
object can be accomplished, at least so far that concert of 
activn may be secured, and the Banks of other States, if 
they shall not all co-operate, will at leest speedily follow 
our institutions in the resumption of specie payments. 

Tne Committee will not abuse the iekiemenat the 
House, whose convictions are so well known, or the good 
senee of the people of this State, 20 i i

und “* followed” the suspensiun of specie payments. It is 
sufficient tha’ they assume as the settled conviction both 
of the Legislature, or of this House at least, and a great 
majority of the people, that these calamities were produc- 
ed, and have been continued and aggravated, by the mal- 
administration of the finance department of the General 
Goverument, and the policy of the Executive of the United 
States. The following specitic acts of the General Gov- 
eynment inevitably tended to these effects: The unnecessa- 
ry assuults of the administration upon the credit and secu- 
rity of the depositories of the public revenue ; the removal 
of the public moneys from those depositories, “without 
constitutional or legislative authority, and in derogation of 
both,” the substitution of an imperfect, insufficient, and 
unharmonious system for the collection, preservation and 
distribution of the public revenue, for one which had been 
found stable and al.undantly efficient; the policy by which 
the State Banks (with ull restraints upon their cupidity re- 
moved) were excited to large and unprecedented issues; 
the Specie Circular, by which the gold and silver, the base 
ef our mixed currency, were, at tie w. rst possible conjunc- 
ture fur the trial of such an experiment, withdrawn from 
the region where they were required to perform their legit- 
mate function of sustaining the paper currency, to places 
inaccessible, and where they were therefore worse than use- 
less. 

The indiscreet manner in which the distribution of the 
surplus revenue was accomplished; the conduct of the 
Government, and all its organs, in discrediting the paper of 
Banks in every State in the Union; Banks, overborne in- 
deed by the pressure which the Government had so rashly 
accelerated und fearfully increased, yet ultimately as sol- 
vent as the Government itself; the pertinacioys adherence 
of the Government to the policy ot demanding gold and 
silver for all its revenues, thus creating an increased demand 
upon the Banks for the precious metals, at the places where 
they have been most nevded in the operations of commerce; 
the general language of the Administration, declaring to 
the people and the world that the Banking Institutions es- 
tablished by the States, with the consent of the General 
Government itself, were unworthy of all confidence and en- 
titled to no forbearance, and mamifesting a determination to 
exhaust, for the idle purpose of hoarding in its own vaults 
and sates. the gold and silver required by the Banks, as the 
basis for discount and circulation. 

‘These ruinous and embarrassing measures were in train 
when the people of this State were largely indebted in Eu- 
rope, and the operations of domestic commerce were great- 
ly extended. By suddenly destroying the equality of do- 
mestic exchanges and the confidence both here and abroad, 
always indispensable to our credit system, the Banks were 
prostrated in a season of commercial revulsion which visit- 
ed those countries with which ours -is in correspondence, 
which soon passed over them, and would as speedily have 
passed over us, under a more benignant national pohcy, 
leaving us unharmed. 

Thus was the suspension of specie payments by our 
Banks produced. The same train of policy has been pur- 
aued by the Government with a pertinacity increased, it has 
seemed, in proportion as the ruin it occasioned has extend- 
e1, and has embarrassed the operations of trade and pre- 
vented the revival of credit necessary to sustain the value 
of our productions and property, indispensable for the liqui- 
dation of our debts. at home and abroad. 

The Banks in our own State holding their charters under 
the penalty of forfeiture, if they fail, whether able or una- 
ble w resume specie payments on the 16th May next, have, 
so far as the resumption can depend upon their action, but 
too well and anxiously prepared for that event, by a course 
of reduction of discounts and diminution of circulation, 
which have involved our “commercial emporium” in the 
deepest distress; arrested enterprise improvement 
every where; made the wheels of our manufactories to 
stand still; and ultimately reaching the farmer in the most 
sequestered region of the State, have caused his produc- 
tions and his lands alike to sink in value. 

Some few Banking Institutions in other States have fol- 
lowed our example with steadiness and firmness, while 
many others, not anticipating so early a resumption, have 
deemed it consistent with their duty and interest to sustain 
a higher line of discount and more extended circulation. 

The Government has repudiated the policy of a National 
Bank, witt! branches subject to a central direction, and dis- 
posed to act in concert with the Treasury in producing a 
resumption. The Banks being either altogether irresponai- 
ble, or responsible only to various Legislatures, whose poli- 
cy-is-as inharmonious as their own, the country is now ex 
seriencing the want of that concert of action which hereto- 
fore on the occasion of a suspension of specie payments, 
brought about with as little suffering as possible, an univer- 
sal and simultaneous resumption. ' 

In the absence of all other means to procure such con- 
cert of action, the people have looked to the General Gov- 
ernment as the only agent for that important. purpose. 
Their expectation that it would act in that capacity, was 
just, because it ia its constitutional duty to secure to the 
people a soundand uniform-currency 5 
shiei creditor and the chief dealer in money, it possesses 
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the power to do so, by declaring that it will receive in pay- 
ment the bills of all sulvent and specie-paying Banks. The 
susceptibility of Bank bills to be received by the Generai 
Government, would, of itself, sustain them and sustain con- 
fidence in their resumption; and the small amount of specie 
in the country, compared with the paper circulation, instead 
of being hoarded by a few Banks against a possible time 
of scarcity, and those Banks the strongest and most able to 
poe would be diffused throughout the country and 
ample to sustain them all. 

The Committee concur with the Governor that by the 
reduction of the rate of foreign and domestic exchanges, 
and the liquidation of debts at home and abroad, the cir- 
cumstances of pressure which existed at and immediately 
after the suspension of specie payments, have been greatly 
modified. Although the different conditions of society, and 
the varied interests of the different States, must have aftect- 
ed the policy of the Banks in some measure, yet the Com- 
mittee ‘‘ can discover no adequate reason why the Banks 
in most of the other States, and particularly in the Adantic 
cities, could not, if they had adopted similar measures, 
have been in as favorable a conditivn to resume us our own.” 
But it is manifest. that they ave not all, or do not all believe 
themselves to be, in so favorable a condition. 

Nevertheless, the committee are conviuced from the dis- 
cussions on this subject on the part of the banks, that it 
they could once be assured of the countenance and aid ot 
the General Government, instead of its opposition and hos- 
tility, most of those institutions would be able to resume, 
and those which should do so would render all necessary 
facilities to all others which are sound and ultimately sol- 
vent. 

To that countenance and aid, it is well known to be the 
opinion of this House and the people of this State, that the 
bunks are entitled, and from the demonstration of confi- 
dence manifested, now, by the Governor, the Committee 
derive encouragement to believe that such has become his 
conviction. For, certainly, the Governor could never in- 
dulge complaints against banking institutions of other States 
for not following or joining ours in resumption, unless they 
had the ability with reasonable prudence to do so; as little 
would he be likely to insist upon the immediate resumption 
by our banks, with all the train of fearful consequences he 
has arrayed in his message, if those of other States will not, 
in his judgement, soon be able to follow. 

Further still would it be from him to advise the Legisla- 
ture to repose in banks the extreme confidence of entrust- 
ing them with eight millions of dollars of State funds, if, in 
his judgement, they are unable to pay their ordinary bills 
of circulation when presented by the Government of the 
United States, or any other creditor. 

But it is known to the Committee, to the House, and to 
the world, that this countenance and aid of the General 
Government in favor of the banks in the approaching crisis, 
the Administration has at least, until a very recent period, 
been most reluctant to render. The unequivocal language 
of the President in his Messages, the antagonist policy 
pursued by the Secretary of the Treasury and the I'ost-Oi- 
fice. Department, and the recommendations of the Commit- 
tees of Congress having charge of this and kindred subjects, 
with the general consent of the known organs of the Exec- 
utive, have, until recently,: forbidden all hope that such 
countenance and aid would be granted, unless compelled by 
the Congress of the United States. 

The Assembly have been aware that the Congress of the 
United States is divided upon the policy of the Executive ; 
and it has 2lso been aware, that the Representatives of this 
State have probably the power in one House, and certain- 
ly in the other, to determine the question. Knowing the 
high respect which those Representatives express, and the 
Committee cannot doubt, sincerely entertain for the opin- 
ion of theirconstituents, when clearly communicated, and 
believing that they would with alacrity come to the rescue 
of the State, when threatened as it is by so fearful an ar- 
ray of dangers a3 the Governor has presented, the Assem- 
bly, on a day long since passed, caused to be forwarded to 
those Representatives, the solemn expression of its opin- 
ions, adverse to the policy of the Executive of the United 
States. 

It isa matter of regret with the Committee, that the 
Senate of this State has not deemed it necessary to make 
a similar expressivn: They can only account for this omi:- 
sion, by supposing, that like the Governor, that body has 
but recently discovered, if, tndeed, it has yet learned, that 
the banks of this State are about “ to enter into the measure 
of resumption, without the concert, and perhaps exposed 
to the covert or open. hostility, of thuse of uther States.” 
Now, however, that the emergency approaches so close- 
ly, and that the day fixed for adjournment is at hand, and 
oo since this absorbing topic is so judicivusly press- 

, at this conjuncture, upon the consideration of the Le- 
gislature by the Executive, the Committee decm it not un- 
suitable to renew the expression of the opinions of the 
House, and. to submit them, as they hope, with the concur- 
rence of the Senate, and the Governor himself, in the form 
of resolutions, to be respectfully addressed to the Repre 


being the }sentatives.of this State in both Houses of Congress. 


The Committee enrertain no doubt that this “ effort” 





will now be abundantly effective. “They derive much en 
couragement for this belief, from the facts that the official 
language from the Secretary of the Treasury, has recently 
undergone a most favorable change, and that the Adminis 
tration measure, antagonist to the views herein submitted, 
has by a decided vote been divested of its most obnoxious 
eatures in the Senate, and even in that modified form, has 
been laid upon the table in the House of iv 
while a resolution offered by a friend of the Executive, and 
identical with the policy recommended by the Committee, 
has been received, certainly without evidence of disfavor, 
by that body. 

The Committee earnestly recommend thjs measure to 
the Legislature, because it involves no sacrifice of princi 
ple, and presents no expedient of questionable or untried 
operation; because it involves no injustice to the Govern 
ment, or any of its officers; because it offers no hazard to 
the public Treasury, and will be auspicious to the restora- 
tion of general prosperity. 

It is the same policy which has prevailed since the foun- 
dation of the Government; its results have never been in. 
auspicious ; it will furnish to the officers of the Government 
currency in discharge of their just claims upon the people 
Treasury, equal to that which will be enjoyed by all .their 
fellow-citizens in all departments of business or intercourse, 
and always equal in value to gold and silver, no matter how 
highly these metals may be esteemed. 

But, above all, the Committee recommend it because it 
will tend to preserve harmony in all the departments of 
social intercourse, The evils suffered for want of that har- 
mony, were too oppressive and vexatious to be endured by 
the generation of the revolution. Out of the necessity for 
its establishment and maintenance, arose the Constitution, 
under whose protection this nation has flourished in a de- 
gree unparalleled in the history of the world. 

The Committee regret that the message of the Governor 
may be deemed to furnish ground for the inference that 
he is willing to divert the attention of the Legislature from 
the great issue between the people and the Administration, 
on the policy before considered, to a supposed issue be- 
tween the Banks of this State, and that of the Pennsylva- 
nia Bank of the United States. This Legislature knows 
that institution only as one created by the State in which it 
is located, for the advantage of its own citizens. With it, 
the people of this State have no common interest, and they 
certainly will look to it for no favor, as it would be unwor- 
thy of them to regard it with any fear. While the Com- 
mittee regard as presumptuous and indefensible the sug- 
gestion made in a recent publication by the President of 
that Bank, that this Legislature shall depart from its set- 
tled policy in regard to the period fixed for the resumption 
of specie payments by our State banks, and giving notice 
to the world of the course that he shall pursue if it shall 
not comply with his suggestion, they cannot view with 
greater favor the language of jealousy and suspicion con- 
tained tn the Special Message of his Excellency in regard 
to that publication. 

They see in both that publication and the Message, only 
cause to regret the errors of policy which have thus fear- 
fully provoked conflicting interests and excited recrimina- 
tions. The Committee may be allowed to ex their 
regret, that any persons, in whatever station, with whatever 
motive and for whatever purposes, to whom the union of 
these States, and the general prosperity of the whole peo- 
ple are not dearer than any earthly ambition or private. in- 
terest, or even State pride, should by an erroneous national 
policy, have furnished so fair an occosion as is presented by 
this unhappy conjuncture, to spread discontent and excite

r. Francis as Governor by a majority of 1,000 
votes over Hon. L. H. Arnold, his predecessor. 
Gov. Francis has since been elected every year, 
beating successively Hon. Nehemiah R. Knight, 
U. S. Senator, and Hon. Tristam Burges, Ex- 
Member of Congress. His great popularity car- 
ried his party through the two furious contests of 
1834, when a Whig Lieutenant Governor and Le- 
gislaiure were elected, and Admistration Members 
of Congress carried by some 50 out of 8,000 votes! 
so strong was Mr. Francis ———- and politically 
in the affections of the people, that the Whigs made 
no opposition to him last spring.

R. Roberts, of the 
British Navy, commander, arrived at New-York on 
Sunday evening, having sailed (or steamed) from 
Cork, Ireland, on the 4th instant—thus crossing the Atlan- 
tic. ia 18 days. The Sirius is a vessel of 709 tons burihen, 
long, straight und low, with two-engines of 320 horse pow, 
er. She is schooner rigged, sits lightly on the water, and- 
by a distilling apparatus, converts the briny element into 
fresh water before using it. The distilling worms, (small 
eopper tubés,) are said to measure four miles in length.—

An Incident at Washington.—Catlin has been giving 
lectures on the Endianis at the old Theatre. The first night 
an odd scene happened there. A board gave way in front 
of the house, and slowly came dewn with a strange, sullen 
sound, gradually increasing till it closed with a startling 
crash. The Theatre has a forlorn, mysterious look, and 
was very dimly lighted. The greater part of the audience, 
seized with a sudden panic, sprang from their places.— 
Some twenty gentlemen scampered over a:dozen benches 
ata time, bearing some of them their hats, others their 
wives! Catlin was in the act of exhibiting the white wolf- 
skin, in which the Indians sometimes masquerade them- 
selves toapproach the buffalo. The first thing he knew, he 
had a lovely young girl in his arms. I gazed upon him, 
and was by no means surprised to see him very benignantly 
contemplating a more interesting prize than a wolf: The 
sweet girl started from her tremor as.though she had 
waked from a dream. How she got upon the stage, neither 
she, nor any one, could conjecture. pene a clear’ spring 
from below, and she lighted on her feet. When she dis- 
covered where she was, and what she had done, she van- 
ished from this, her first appearance, as quickly as she had 
made it. Some Indian delegations were present. A few 
of the Indians were so diverted with the fears of the white 
men, and especially at their sv suddenly forgetting their 
wives, and at their shamefacedness when returning, after 
the danger was over, to look after them, that they could not 
restrain their bursts of laughter, and actually felt them- 
selves constrained to get up and leave the house. 

Catlin. has given great satisfaction here. His~earnest- 
ness and his simplicity of manner have not alittle enhanced 
the interest inseparable from the most unique collection of 
Indian illustrations ever produced before the public, in any 
country. I was greatly struck with his unrestrained prais- 
es of Oseola, and his bold censures upon his doom, pro- 
nounced in the very presence of some. who had been des- 
patched against him, and in view of the very spot whence 
the sentence of extermination to him and to his people was 
dealt forth. 


Auother Casper Hauser.—The following account of a 
boy found wild in the State of Indiana, is taken from the 
Herald, published at Canton, Ill. :— 

* We have seen in several papers, an account of a boy 
xpparently thirteen or fourteen years old, who was found in 
the woods in the vicinity of the Chathilinot prairies, in the 
State of Indiana. It is said the boy is now in the family 
of a Col. Clarkson of Bush-hill, a place not far from the 
spot where he was found. He is handsomely formed, has 
line limbs, very elastic in his movements, stout, with clear, 
full and intelligent black eyes. He has been with the co- 
lonel’s family several months, during which time he has ut- 
tered no articulate sound, expressed no wish by any sign; 
though he evidently pays considerable attenfion to things 
and events around him. He sometinses gives a sort of 
piercing screech, which, by its being a'ways at a measured 
elevation, and after which he seems to listen with care, af- 
fords ground for the conclusion that the poor fellow has 
been accustomed to receive some sort of answer from a 
source tous unknown. He chooses the naked earth for 
his bed, and utterly rejects all covering save adeer skin, 
which he wraps round his body. His food he takes ia its 
raw state—principally beef, poultry, potatoes end nuts It 
is astonishing with what voraciousness he consumes sinall 
birds. He will strip off its feathers and entrails, and de- 
vour it with a'relish amounting to ecstasy. He has thus 
far evinced a melancholy temperament, choosing tu be 
tnuch alone, and makes for the woods whenever an oppor- 
tunity is presented, but when found attempts no escape, 
hut passively returns. He manifests no attachment for 
any human being, save for a servant girl of the new By 
her request he has occasionally eat a little corm bread, and 
set down for a moment on a chair. Wheat bread he per- 
emptorily refuses. He has made comparatively no ad- 
vancement towards civilization.”
